to strike was recalled and the com­ 
m ittee m et to fix on a man to repre­ 
sent them on the arbitration board , 
which, u nd er the Erd m an act, consists 
of one man from each sid e, the two to 
elect a third man to complete the 
board . 
Albert Phillips of Sacramento, Cal., 
was chosen as the representativ e of

committee of the railroad s to repre­ 
sent them as arbitrator.

in ten d ay s, and its award m u st be 
rend ered within thirty d ay s after the 
completion of the appointm ent of the 
board .

For years the agri­ 
cultural colleges 
have been giving 
theoretical instruction, accompanied 
by practical experiment, comparable 
in their general nature to the instruc­ 
tion aUd clinics of medical colleges. 
This instruction has in the main been 
given to young men. potential farm­ 
ers, and not to the actual farmers, 
who must get their lietter understand­ 
ing of agricultural methods at second 
hand through the graduates of the 
schools, or through a day or two each 
year of attendance at farmers’ insti­ 
tutes and like organizations. 
Up to the present time, while many 
graduates 
of agricultural 
colleges 
have taken up farming on their own 
account, the best of them have been 
absorbed into the rapidly expanding 
teaching force of the country. 
One 
of these methods, and the most prac­ 
tical one of all, is the use of such 
graduates as farm advisers in coun­ 
ties oi* special districts. 
This is a 
concrete application of -cientifie ag­ 
ricultural knowledge 
t * » the great 
farming industry. 
Each county has its own problems, gram. 
Each farm has them in a measure 
distinct from any other farm. 
The 
majority of farms differ so in their 
various parts in the character of the 
soil, the topography and other ele­ 
ments of adaptability to va rions uses, 
that the propel* planning of their 
handling i- a matter of intelligent and 
scientific study. 
Much of our low 
yield is a result of not understanding 
this fact. 
Here is where the farm 
adviser comes in. 
He tests the soils, 
studies the topography and all the 
other conditions, and then advises 
the fanner what crops to plant, how 
to rotate them, how to fertilize ft» the 
best advantage, how to cultivate, how 
to harvest, and, in fact, the ho t way 
to handle 
everything 
he does or 
should do. 
This is not like sending 
him a general bulletin. 
It is specific 
advice for his particular farm. 
A 
county could keep a single adviser of 
this sort very busy.

partment is a pio neer in this field. At 
its head is Dr. Richard Pearso n Stro ng^ 
fo rmerly an army surgeo n, no ted fo r 
his investigatio ns into 
the

plague,
